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DIBECT REMISSION. 
Would vns Lk*u Not** HKeorrs as Wast* PsrEii? 

Ftr /nror of rht Sydney Morning Semld, 
Sfi some of the gentlemen who ttike on interest 
in the public affairs of Ihc colony do nol seem 
to be at all satisfied that the Rernlsaioii Orders 
or Lund Notes, which it is proposed to issue 
under the direct remission scheme, would be ne- 
gotiable, but would rather become us no much 
waste piper, it maybe well to direct their atten- 
tion to the ttbstrucl ut lerriloriul revenue, for 
lrJ5il, which has just boon published, nnd it will 
be gathered I herefrom tluit the tulul of. lluit re- 
venue for lW.i3, was & ll)*,ll,i9— The half of 
which is, under the Waste Lamb Act, applicable 
to the purposes of emigration : hot if you hike 
merely the amount realized by the stile of land, 
viz., £1SO,01I (behuf that which remission 
orders would represent;, you will Hurl (hat nt 
£20 per head yon conkl hnvo introduced WWII 
immigrants. How muny were introduced I do not 
know, but what I wish In exhibit is this : — in 
the year IHjJ, lands to the amount of ±"IHII,|!14 
were absolutely sold : con*erpenlly. had the 
direct remiHsion seheTue been in ope- 
ration, there would have been ll demand 
fat reliii^aiult utdcrS or land noles to 
that amount ; of ihis there can be no douhi, 
and consequently to assumr. iu the face of theJte 
fact*, (bar the land notes would bvcoino as so 
much waste jiaper is a fallacy. I . «.- 1 rue ask, 
tvhrHber an unlimited quantity of waste hint I a in 
the hands of a government, disposable only by 
auction, and at a monopoly price fUrrl by Aft of 
Parliament , is not as guml a represent utivLr cjf 
value us the gold in the cellars t>f the btmkg. or 
even belter. Why, their, should not a hind male, 
under tin- peculiar circumstances ulliirlt-il to, be 
ail valuable a* a mild mile? The I'reneh 
AssiRiiaN lieeamt! us so niueli uniAtr. paper, be- 
cause they were nul a representative, of value : 
but every pound of remission, it plttst be lhii-hc 
in mind, represents an actc, more or less, of 
uriste bud ; and M lung as there i« uny waste 
land unulienaled in the j\ust™liitii contiiieu1.su 
lemjf w-ill the reiuiMsiou purchase u pound's worth 
nt it It could never be that a mirtieiency of 
land could not be obtained for a re mi. si on order, 
unless the increase of population censed, or the 
niunupuly price were set aside — both 
impossible contingent-ices. Hut then, 
say the objectors, if you are so certain that the 
proposed remission orders would permanently 
retain their pecuniary value, and not became M 
so much matli pap'r in the market,— why not 
make them at nncr- convertible into cash at the 
Treasury ? The answer Lit thin enquiry is, that 
that would be to return lo the old cash pay- 
ment bounty system, which failed, because the 
Treasury had nut funds to meet the demands 
that were made upon it, An immiKintiun under 
mieh a bounty system would of nottxnily be ir- 
regular, and sometimes excessive, because 
there would be no restraint, no < beck, t-trher 
ujmn the numbers introduced, oi upon the 
time of introducing, ths Treasury would be 
placed at the mercy of (lie community, whilst it 
could not de|»end upon an uncertain revenue, 
avrimag from a desultory purchase of Land to 
meet the demands that might be rntule upon it, 
the csnense could only be met by unlimiled 
borrowing which would be objectionable. For 
iiii.se reasons, therefore, the ohl ready monev 
bounty system could never he advantageously 
rewned to. whrroas the direct remission would 
be a self-regulating system, under which ho 
more immigrants would bo introduced than the 
demand for land would justify, for whenever the 
remission orders got to such a discount as to ren- 
der them unremuncrativo, the introduction uf 
labour would be cheeked, and consoaiienlty the 
Issue of remission orders also ; but the wealth 
obtained by the labourers already introduced, 
and the profits of their labour, would soon lead 
to a renewal of the purchase of land, and so res- 
tore the remission order* iu llieir former price, 
when the introduction of immigrants would again 
proceed, and thus a constant bill a regulated 
supply would be kept up, (hat is, Ilia supply 
would be in proportion to the capital avail- 
able for the purchase of land, and it 
is hy this means only that that balance between 
land, labour, and capital, which is neenxury to 
the well wurkinjr of any system of immigration, 
could be kepi up. The difference, therefore, 
between a ready-money bounty system and the 
Direct Remission system would bo, that under 
the one (here might be an excessive inimip;ru- 
tidtt, beyond the reach uf any funds to meet it,— 
whthri under the other there would be a cautious, 
but gradual and progressive introduction, pro- 
portioned to the demand for tlie article iidirf, (be 
conversion of which iiilo money 's to be the 
means t>!" remuneration.* 

If, with a view to obtain a large capital for 
railway* in these colonies — as lias sometimes 
bc»n suggested — rtminsion orders wore issued lo 
every hharehulder to the extent of hit! shares, 
then indeed, remission orders might approach 
to the value of K-mlV pa/rer, because there 
would he no corresponding introduction of po- 
[luliition to render valuable (lie land fur which 
remissions would have issued 1 bul so lona a* 
tlic introduction of population keeps pace with 
(lie issue of remission orders they could 
never become as K <ttU paper, or sink below a 
very small discount. However, what is mainly 
to be considered is, that any loss ot intonvc- 
nictice which might residt from flu "remission 
i orders being at a great discount, or becoming as 
rr«.rr paper, cduU only fall upon the ship- 
owners (other specuiators would in veil their 
remission orders in the laud they sought for), 
but as they, the shipholders. would be far 
loo wary to embark, under any circum- 
stances, in a speculation likely to return 
no better profit than M<mte pnprr, il is a fallacy 
to Condemn the direct remission on those 
grounds ; — indeed it would appear that the ob- 
ject on looking at the scheme in one point of 
view only, haye had regard rather to the intro- 
duction of mere labout, (ban to the increase of 
population generally. The -fact is, that the 
Direct Itemission docs not so much seek the 
introduction of ship loads of mere paupers, as 
lo afford to the yeomanry of England a means 
of emigrating with their families and servants, 
and becoming the tillera of tte soil;— to 
afford to the wealthy colonist a means, by the 
mere advance of capital, of sending for servants, 
or for hia relatives and friends, (in whom he 
could confide for the repayment of the advance 
by their Itemission Orders) to afford to all a 
means of becoming proprietors of land and 
growing their own food, for unless (he intend- 
ing emigrant can get litre at a less sacrifice 
of time and money, and be as h-ci- as if he 
wfltc to go to the Tnited States, it is in vain to 
look for tlia( continuous and ever increasing 
fltcfim of population which the Australian 
oolunies require to be poured upon their shores 
as freely as ihev art upon the *hores of 
America. o * »

The oelli- 
gerem pi i a-ers w ill h a ve enough t o qii jit home ; and the 
aiiiull anny at the commam! of England wuald llnd 
ample employment in Europe in esse of war, AiivJiese 
coiM^leratinns nururallv pnijit to uae eoneliiniori— tlie 
[ormation of a enrpa nf viilunteer rugirasitt* In Aus- 
tralia itself, as the bent, i&fstt, and it ailiest mode of 
prev{din|5 ftir ths security euid pence of the colonics. 
There csiata no teal disalf-elion amiirig the population 
which could render such a measure danaerous to the 
colonial or the imperial Government. All classes are 
Imbued with strong feeling nf loyalty and attachment 
to the thmnc, based upon rejtl and Ungible grounds ; 
and, if there bodiHerencesof opinion ujioa iutemsl poli- 
ticrd iiuestioiu, they see not aunlciciitly aiHncd nor 
Blirhefently bitter to interfere with the unanimity with 
which a pcuplc uf llrilish origin, and now composed, 
ia a areai measure, of recent emiHriinta from Kiivtunel, 
would combine to rt J sint aggression, and lo drive aa 
invader from their shorea." 

This is very satisfactory, so far as New Soafh Wales 
ia concerned ; bat Sydney is not i!k> most vulnerable 
pcintof oar Australian provinces, Hussia is known 
to have at present u var .cjuadi-un in the Pa*itlc, the 
ujrce aiiit wleerE^bouts of wtue.h it Is dilfleult lo u- 
certsin with precision. fcioiBe lime ago, the Eoseisn 
tVigate Ilwir-a ventured so far soluIi as to take a flying 
survey of the harbour of Kydney ; and severs I vessels 
of the Hrissian iquadron sppi^ar to have rec ently made 
a aaorc deliberate examination of Singapore.

Apprchenslona ore eiitertsitierl st Sinprs- 
pore that s res/i tie main, may be struck at their 
unrhrtiHed town, A dash at Sydney or Mel- 
tnraxne would be more feasible ; but the chief danger 
threatens our merchant ships, slioultl the Ituivoan 
irmadron he first apprised otitic Itcclaralion of tVar. 
The J>ait;f Xwrt anggests that the pecaliar pnsition of 
California affords tempting facilities to Ruieiia, of 
Ittting loose a hurtle of huecsueen upon our mcrctkdnt- 
mcn ; remarking, that we live in strange times, when 
ft is puKiible, that sonic of the Hrit shots rtrrd in the 
new War may bo in the remote 1'aciflc. With due 
energy, however, on the part of nor Government, all 
these contingencies will have been provided fee ; and 
the priority of intellisjcnca will have been secured to 
our erulacta in ihanv seas. A t such a time, it is a 
source of aeeuliar satisfaction that our rvintlona with 
the United Slates arc of ao cardial a nature. 

Wo are less surprised titan grieved to lnsm that the 
consumption of ardent spirits has frightfully iiicreaned 
ia the Australian Calomies. The Itiftfnry Mmninp 
Htratd states that the consumption nf alcohol hna 
increased, since the gold discovery, from under two 
gallons per head per unnum to upwards of three gal- 
lons and a half per head {including women and 
children). The actual consumption per head, rjy the 
male population, is nearly Hve gallons on the average ; 
and, when the sober portion of the coatitnity is de- 
ducted, thuimUvidualcousuniptiim will be found much 
greater. To such a frightful en tent has the Vice of 
Jrunkennesi (nr-renseii in Victoria, that it in seriously 
nr., posed to prohibit apirita ; in olhcr words, m intro. 
Ju. o a liquor law on the model of y.at nnwin force in 
Maine. An usocialine of earnest and euergelic men 
has lieen farmed in Melbourne, uinfer the designation 
of ths Temperance League, with lite object of crusa- 
ding aRainst this horrid evil. A similar movement ia 
not unlikely to cuke place ia Sydney,— /'af^ iirf.

1*2! — that ia to 
say. 33 years ago— at the age of CJ, A mere jua- 
tapoalttoa of such dates should he more elnuuent to 
those who have followed the ra cords of history 
or raited in English society during the present cen- 
tury, than any comments of ours. To most of us the 
diaries of Lard Byron offer mueli agreeable informa- 
tion as to the condition of Ionian soviet! when he 
' was t jouag man, just retarued from the Want. Be 
tells ua of (lie tUniliea and exquisites of that time, 
and to ua they are historical figures. Now, these 
ineawore to Lord Anglesey mere boys, Uo had 



rounded Cape Forty belore they devised their waut- 
costsi or establiahed their Impertinent caoom of had 
taste. He had hem a dandy when they were learning 
to walk, or, more probable still, lay puling ia the arms 
' of their nurses. He had become a man, snd put 
I away childish thtugi. lie had won ropulsliun 
I with the Uulit! of Yotk iu Flanders, Flehndmar- 
| tied hia first wife ; rhildren had been born to hira ; 
and his marriage had been dissolved. He had courted 
death st the crtnnoifs mouth— at the lance's point- 
by the sahre'a edge, in order to shake off any c\ 
istenec which he thoaght insupportable, and never, 
surely, did man give greater profit* "f sincerity. Upon 
this point of his history wo will not enlarge, for cer- 
toinly the moment is ill-chosen fur rtllecting upon 
failuurs aad weaknesses which occurred half-a-ccu- 
tury back, and were redeemed hy holf-a-century of 
devotion. For ourselves, we confess we lake plea- 
sure in the reeoileetiiia of the old man's stately form 
as he s ua iu be seen amonjjst us, the verv model - 
as it is ci pressed by the hnckneyed phrase — " of an 
officer and i gentleman ' ' lie was not only this. He 
belonged to a race of nobles why have passed away 
from among us ; he was the last of the race, and we 
•hall know them no more. Yoar modem Itjiglish 
peer is a sharp land agent or conveyancer, or a jocular, 
hair-splitting, law lord ; or if he be of a vouiigcr gene- 
ration, he is a painful dovourer of Glue-books— a 
miui ready to talk for three hours upon the condition 
of Central Asio, or the statistics nf ilsndellon* in the 
county of Salop ; but a nohhiman be in net in the 
sense in which Isjrd Anglesey was one. Horietv may 
possibly haio gained by the change - are simply no- 
tify ths Hicl that n genus istvlinetof which Lord 
Anglesey was a brilliant example. lie was a man 
pre-eminently fearless anil brave, hut ever courteous 
and of hit'li fired rnanuer. It is very true tlut nature 
had giienhim great advantages of Hrrni and hearing, 
and ttic ennsclousucss of his oieu rank and position 
might hare helped him sontewhat in (tie same direc- 
tion but, inJependuntly of ub this, there was about 
him tha dignity of a kind heart, and of n man a lio 
respects otlicrs hcenuse he CLtipeefs lueiadr 

Thete is not muill more lo be said. We Isment 
over the untimely fate of a young born child, because, 
had its life butili spared, the Utile creature which lie* 
before us so waxen snd inanimate might haru done so 
much upon the stage of life, and won for itself honour 
and a great name. In the present case we find our- 
selves expressing a sorrow n-hich we moat unteignedly 
(eel for the lass of a man who had attained a greater 
age thsn we, hia KUrrivors, ear. hope to reach. All 
Who ever came intai contact with Lord Anglesey raaat 
share in the regret: bat there is something more in 
the feeling than considerations purely personal. In 
parting wrih Lord Anglesey we part with an historical 
period 1 we havo done with (ieorgo Iff, and the 
IMnce of Wales, and tlia war of the Titans, and 
tieurge IV. A atudent of Alison would have gone 
back to his library with a greater sense of the realities

Tnedea(h of the Marvjuui of Aaglcsey in an event 
which, in the course of nature, niigtLt huvc been looked 
for long hefirre it really occurred, hue it is one which 
cannot be received otherwise than with general regret, 
now that the blow has fallen atiast. lie was horn on 
the 17th of May, l?fltt, and died on the morning of 
elaturdny Last, the 'i'.ita of April, IBa4. Pew men 
have enjoyed ao long a term of r.vietcnce. If or was 
this long Life obscured by any period of struggle— of 
subservience to the will of others— uf poverty. He 
had not, indeed, the wealth of the Marquis of West- 
minster, nor the political influence of the fluke of 
Itedford, but he waa so fortunately placed that 
be could well dispense with them, mid remain 
honoured among all most worthy uf honour. 
Tile possession of a greater or a smaller 
fortuna would have mattered but little to him. 
The first would not have added, nea- would the second 
have detracted one jot from the consideration in which 
he was held, Provid ence is just to all His cmatures ^ 
to some, money is given; to others, money's worth l 
tn few, both. Lord Anglesey had for his share rather 
the vslue than the token, nnd remained to the lost, 
although no wealthy man, one of the mrjat honoured 
members of English society. Passing on Lo other and 
more considerable matters, Lt can seareely be denied 
that his civil abilitiea were such as distinguished bira 
among aeverul successive geaerationB of patrician 
legislators. To the ituslifictttions or position of a 
statesman we beLicvo that he never throughout 
his long career marie any pretension. The field 
of battle was a nurre appropriate scene for nil 
exertions, and for the display of hia peculiar 
energies. He was no great taetitisn ; but, since the 
soldier's drawn I word first glittered in the sunshine, 
never did n more fearless or more chivalrous iitHcer 
support the honour of hia country than the brave old 
man to whose memory ee arc now endeavouring to 
offer a tribute of respect. 

It ia not, however, merely aj a successful soldier that 
Lord Anglesey will recur to the imaglnatiun ot the 
present race of Englishmen. He was one of the few 
links left between (lie present and the past. It teuuirci 
almost as violent a mautal jerk for a man who is now 
in the prima of life ta realise to himsalf the society of 
the Prince Hegoot. as it would be to form a just 
appreciation oi that period of French history 
In which Louis XV, gave himself up to the sway 
or Madame de Pompadour. If we want to 
know anything of the period in which Edmund llurlu, 
perorated to empty benches, and wrote fur taranr. 
taUty-when Bheridsu hundshed up witticism*, and 
forgot to pay his dobts-we must painfully fag oar 
way through Wary and contemporary memoirs, and 
collections of letters, and ginwiu. Even then it is 
probable that a reader will only .lress up the in,, 
pressions of his own time in the outward costume of 
another, without regard to their essence and reality. 
That is all we. could hope u. do with the period when 
tieurge, Prince of Walts, first bruko away from Ida 
pedagogues, and burst upon the tuwii, Lord Angh - 
sey waa a youth thin— the contemporary nf that very 
dtssolau. prince whom ws burinl st Windsor a 
iloenei of a century ago— a jaded volaptuary, 
Mhauslnd with well - nigh nevenry yean of 
luxurr and self-indulgence. l^t those who are 
, not to lhe lta.hU, ul recurring to date* relltct 



with the Great Duke,— that ha was 
ever before tu. AVe saw hint cnntinuallv and every- 
where, tn the parks, in the atrveta, in iaseiii lilies and 
parties, or stretching down Long Reach in tile Pearl, 
with lit* great mainsuiL set, Lord Anglesey was ever 
among his countrymen. More than this, he waa always 
ready with a kind act for these whom he could 
uhlige, and with a courteous denial for those who had 
asked from him that which it was not iu hi* power to 
give. If ho did not set the highest part in the world's 
history, all be did he did well, snd that throughout 
well-nigh fourscore yesrs and ten. During a portion 
of thu period he occupied important employments, 
civil and tail i lary, and during oil of it he remained 
broadly in the world's ere. And that world is not 
ungrateful, for wherever the news of his death Is told 
aU will be aurry thai " old Lord Anglesey is gone at 
lost/' and have a kind ward and a ktad thought for 
htsmenuwy. With him the old race of nobles ii well- 
nigh hurnt out ; so of the Falnilini of the last war 
Lord Hereford, Lord Londonderry, and Lord 
Anglesey have not been slow to rejoin their great 
general, even in Ifiu grave.

Mr. Holder's motion appears to us to beg a 
most important question, and one which has cer- 
tainly not been determined, one way or the 
other, by any formal declaration or e Bai lment on 
the part of the Legislative Council jinee 18-t;!. 
Prior to that period the CJouncil consisted alto- 
gether of Crown nominees, and cannot be taken 
at, an authority on a point so momentous aa this,. 
The adoption of ihe honorable member's mo- 
tion would be equivulcnf to an affirmation of the 
principle that in Sew Souih Wslea religion ought 
to be taught by the Btate, or at the State's 
eipeiuc. Jfay. more. From the very terms 
of the motion auch adoption would be In affirm 
thai the Stale is quite mdiflerenl whether the 
religion so taught bo Mae or true. The vurioui 
denominations ■■ recognised by llio law of the 
colony" comprise not only diversities hut con- 
trarieties, and even strong antagonisms. It ia, 
therefore, n moral impossibility that both aides 
can be right, But the (Slate countenasceti, 
supports, and propagnlea the wronj; not less than 
the right, the heresy not leas than the orthodox 
faith. 

Now it is rather too bad that the House 
should be called upon to pledge itself, tacitly 
and indirectly, to a participation in the lutitudi- 
narian spirit which thus trifles wilh sucrcd 
things. Honorable members must be on their 
gnurd. Let them first determine I he great 
principle involved; it will be time enough 
thru itr take up mere matters of detail.

were hrouahl before a msrgUlrste ha would bo found 
guilty, and hsnded oret to esol | he trould be aent, 
under the provialona of lhat REllj not only tu gaol, hut 
to hard labour — even to work upon the roada ; he would 
be punished Ba acoinmnn felon, ui a manner, in whiuh, 
under the Isw of Kn^lanil, felons only could be 
punished. He hoped ta prove to the Council that the 
Act was faulty, and that they would think il their 
duty to remedy it, sail subititutc one of a dirfiteni 
nature. There trrere a variety of ptirvisiona alluded 
to in the .ccond and third i liusca of the Bill, and it 
arnuld be seen by reference to Ihrin that tho justices 
had power t" Inflict upon individuals brought up 
under thia Ant imprisonn tent for three eslenditr 
months with hard labour. Fmin dlitant parts of the 
vnlony a lsbour>;t might he brought down fio or 1110 
miles w the nearest gaol. AH these terrors were well 
known to Ihe labourer, and although il had been said 
that there were no complaints against this Bill, and 
that therefore it was jwiisn /,«■« evidence, thai tba 
public were pleased ariih il, ho took adirTiirrnl view of 
11 Hie reason frrr this non-complalrit was tlte ailunee 
of those who wished not to ba hrought before the 
public as having been sent to g aol-a feeling which he 
could well appreciate. TfVhilo a large nuinbat of the 
community were i natinuajly being passed Ihroojth 
the gaol on chirges such as were prefcrmd under thii 
Axl, the foundation uf good Boticlj was being sapped. 
This Bill had passed ItiTough the leglalaiuru id the 
asm* manner aa the Seamen's Bill, and through the 
latter a large majority of the «af M ing men cotnin; 
10 port had. Irom one cause ur another, passed throng 
the police courts. There wa. irlao a clurno m tht Hill 
(the Itlh elatwc) which enlitled any employer of labour 
to be aischru-ged from the elaitn of bis servsnles anon 
aa his estate waa placed under atririestralion. 
1 her* was also a clause which nrovidodlbai the cvi. 
deate of the wife ahoulrl he lilicn ssaiiut the hue- 
hand, nnd he thought lhai a Hill which otknowleriged 
this principle ought not to |ioas lhat House without 
the most mature consideration.

This clause (clause li) provider! that nu master should 
engage a servant unless he produced a discharge (Irom 
hia lest employer, under the penalty .if £20; and it 
slso msde the utoaisions of the act niiwe stringent try 
providing lhat one half of tho fbr* ahnuld be given to 
the informer. He contended that, In this oniony, 
where it was aometimea nei-csasry far ihe labourer to 
travel over s vast estent of country, it was not neees 
aery lhat this elsuae should trammel him ; lie thought 
Iho Dill ought to be revised oltngrHhtT. and thercr<«ir 
Ire ahould rncce that it be rend again this day sis 
mrmtJia. He contended that lis provisions were too 
stringent, and liable to a, ml the labouring classes 
through Ihe gaols of the countrr, which was a very 
wrung piilicy on the part of the rjovrmment. In 
lupjiort of hia argument he would refiT, for lire infor- 
rnoiion of tha House, to statistic, rompilcd by a srrvit-ty 
whiv), hsd for il. object the reformation uf adult 
criminals, which society had been in existence for the 
laat lit e years, whore criminals might regain a lord 
character hy purming an industrious lilc. The ortti Ih 
hr quoted from Hated lhat mil of 2iV uerauiu whu 
were examined bel)>rc that society, all, with tlio 
ciception of tine, were living honest and Industrious 
lives. Uf 1KI of the inmates the foUowuig questions 
were aahed :— What was vour opinion of a gaol Itofore 
your imprisonment- 7'J said lliey had graal tlruad of 
il, and 11 said they never cared for it. What alter tlio 
ftrst imprisr}nmenl 3 si" bernme hardened In ain, tmd (i 
drabicd tn reform. What after the aec.itul imprison^ 
in. ol - no becsmo more and more ttardened, and 4 
desired lo Tefuim ; but after frequent imprisonuttirLt, 
without any exception, all iltsisred that they weio 
weary of life, and loosed upon Ihe prison, 
not as a punishment, but as their home. 
He hsd but aisled the effects of the law which sent 
the labouring community 1c rtaul In the home country ; 
lo this picture lie wished lo tlrsw the attention of tho 
House, and he hoped the vile pr.ivir.icns of the Bill 
srciuld be BUTiended, The same evils which resulted 
from sending criminate to gaol in Enelsnd were likely 
to result iVoni sending criminals to gsol here, ilodcr tho 
proviaions of this bill; and tl waa, therefore, the duly 
of aUtestrlBn to ate thst Such an evil should not appear 
on the atatute books Of the colony, and he hoped, how- 
ever weak his abilities mirrht be, tr, prove the- iaictruty 
of it, and thot Ihe remark* of other hrrnrirable members 
whu would lay the matter before the House In more 
forcible terras would rere>o due attention. In con- 
clusion, he would move that this Bill Ire read a second 
time this day mix months.

The A'l'i'OllNRY-HENERAL : The Bill befcto 
the House was Intended to regulate tire law between 
masters and .ervunt*. The haiinrahle member for 
Bydney, in .peaking so much agaltut the lllll, ought at 
any rate to have gicen some cogent reasons for his 
opposition to it ; but, tm tho contrary, he hsd based 
hia opposition upon the "Law of 'Evidence Bill," 
which had nothing whatevrrr le, do with the case.

definition, ll might open a door to magisterial per- 
plesily and injustice. As tu the other clauses in Ibe 
BUI, he saw nothing arbitrary nr unjust in tbctn. The 
magistralns might nccBfrianally make blunders, how. 
ever well.lntntioned, yet he felt con sinced that the 
Bill was more designed for lbs protection of the icr- 
vimts than for the prntrction uf the employers. 
Coder these ritcumslances, ha could not 
uodefslnnd the reason for tho oppoaition of the hon. 
member for Bydney. And unless the htm. thsmibet 
for the Southern Boroughs would express his Inclina-
